Uch has been heard of late in regard to constitut.onal rights from radical groups 
which regard Federal and State Constitutions as convenient instruments to be invoked 
for the protection of any scheme, however menacing to the public good, in which 

they may choose to embark. That the members of these groups have duties under the con- 
st 1 does not, however, seem to occur to them, nor do those misguided clergymen and 
wealthy men and women who are coquetting with radical social and economic theories, >> 
insist upon this side of the constitutional shield. One editor, who is an avowed enemy of 
the existing order, which he seeks to overthrow, attempts to gain converts for his propaganda 
by circulating the grossest calumnies, couched in the most insulting language, against Ameri-

can institutions and distinguished public men such as the late President McKinley, and this ‘ 
violently expressed bearing of false witness is printed in foreign languages and addressed t 3 
imn ligrants beyond the reach of authentic information, because unable to read English. 
lhe distorted view of conditions in this country which must result from such teachings 
nakes inevitably for discontent, and in some instances eventually for assassination, for it is a 
rabidly violent setting of class against class which is of course subversive of good citizenship. 
he matter of having such misrepresentation go unchecked would be serious under any cir- 
cumstances, but when added to the fact that the deluded followers of false teachers dwell in our 
communities, is the disquieting circumstance that in our folly we have made voters of then 
it will be realized that no graver issue confronts the nation than to put an end to the gross 
is-education which incites the foreigner to unjt istifiable hatred of persons and institutions 
to which he owes a greater measure of opportunity than he ever before enjoyed. And vet 
when the Federal Government finally denied the sheet in question the privilege of the mails, ] 
great was the emphasis laid by radical groups on the freedom of the press guaranteed unde 
the constitution—as though the founders of this Republic would have guaranteed the right 
f foreign born or native to preach doctrines that countenance assassination and the disruy : 
n of the nation. A leader of this group of extremists, himself an ex-convict, who thought 
to right economic wrongs by killing the official of an industrial company, refuses to con- 
lemn the assassination of the King of Portugal or the priest at the altar in Colorado, under 
the puerile excuse that the assassins had reasons, and that if a man has a reason it justifies : 
any act he may commit. As this person is a scholar, interested in the production of a 
paper, and one of the leaders of an organization, his influence must be more or less extensiv 
and certainly cannot be other than baneful 
Under existing laws there 1s no way « f preventing this man from perverting the minds 
f the foreign born in our population, although it is understood that it was the influence of 
his wife that incited the assassin of McKinley to do his fiendish act. One leading new spaper , 
in New York urges freedom of assemblage, and of public speech, on the plea that if th \ 
extremists are only allowed to talk, their theories will evaporate into thin air, and not crvs 
talize into action. But such a view of the matter leaves entirely out of consideration th: } 
influence of suggestion—now a well recognized force—and the fact that incendiarv talk and 















the doctrine which seeks to relieve the pocr of all responsibility for their own condition. if 
llowed under the sanction of law, and not rebutted by those out of sympathy wit 


ism, gives to the ignorant foreigner the impression that the radical teaching is so true that

lition of their lives which is not to their liking rl itpourings of the voung men and min 
isters who undertake to instruct these Sunday mght gatherings are as far as possible fr 
the teachings of the Master. It is not a message of love ve one another that thev present. 
but one which practically bids their hearers to hate the rich and tear asunder a social syste 
which develops an inequality of circumstances. Some day a too receptive attendant at thes 
gatherings will undertake to settle a social or economic question for himself in some drastic 


fashion, and then these visionary leaders who think it wise to fill the heads of vouths with 
radical revolutionary theories, will realize that a constant appealing to human selfishness to up 
and wrest from others what is theirs by inheritance, earning or purchase, is as hazardous as 


a careless toving with firebrands.

Questione Sociale, an anarchistic paper, 
which its editor, Luderico Caminita, 
claims is not a newspaper, but solely de- 


voted to political and social science, al- 
though it has a regularly recurring publi- 
cation day. This foreign group threaten to 
start an agitation in every city in the coun- 
try to protest against the action of the 
President and the postal authorities. It is 
claimed that the exclusion of this sheet is 
a blow aimed at a free press, and the group 
in question pretend to think that the Presi- 
dent will presently be suppressing a Demo- 
cratic or Socialistic sheet. It is interesting 
to learn the kind of instruction the ex- 
cluded paper gave to the public, and the 
following grossly insulting reference to the 
assassination of President McKinley is a 
sample of its teachings. This outrageous 
paragraph was the issue that brought about 
the Exclusion act. Referring to the tragic 
oceasion it is said that there occurred one 
of those little accidents which happen only 
to sovereigns—‘‘accidents which give us 
very great pleasure. A beardless youth of 
gentle regard, of well bred and at the same 
time proud expression, one of those figures 
which seem to be the severe and tender in- 
carnation of justice, felled him (McKinley) 
to the ground with revolver shots.” The 
article then goes on to comment in the 
most vulgar way on the sympathy expressed 
at McKinley’s death. In another article in 
the same issue the editor pays his respects 
to this country in terms as insulting as it 
is possible to make them. “This strumpet 
of a Republic has a face of bronze, and 
every reproof, every insult, every lash on 
her dirty cheeks, does not provoke a blush.” 
When it is recalled that this sheet has been 
printed in a foreign language and circulated 
among those who, in the majority of cases, 
probably are unable to read English, it can 
be appreciated what distorted views of this 
country and of public affairs its constitu- 
ency must have. The incendiary language 
and the advocacy of assassination are peril- 
ous, as all must realize who are at all fa- 
miliar with the molding of public opinion.

prigs and pedants, for the movement of 
that time was mainly concerned with nice 
ties of pronunciation rather than with the 
larger essentials of speech Let us hope 
that the present movement will have no 
such results. 

If you would grasp the non-essential 
character of much that ordinarily occupies 
purists in the matter of language, read 
Professor T. R. Lounsbury’s little book, 
The Standard of Pronunciation in English. 


It would be too much to say that Professor 
Lounsbury discovers no such standard, but 


he certainly holds that whatever standard 
exists must be sought in the usage of the 
educated and refined, a usage which, as he 
ibundantly proves, greatly varies now, and 
us far as we know always has greatly varied. 
He is certain that as to many words of 


loubtful pronunciation, the opinions of the 
dictionaries stand for little more than the 
usage of the presumably learned coterie of 
those that make which after 
but a coterie that may be 
than any body of sc 

In nothing has usage at any time more 
strikingly varied than in the accentuation of 
English words. Purists, especially of late, 
have strongly that “‘illustrate’’ be 
accented on the penult, which in this word 
is the middle syllable, instead of the ante- 
penult, which the first, the syllable ac- 
cented in popular speech. The most care- 
ful speakers in England and America ac- 
cent the penult of “‘illustrate,” and for 
the present it is well to do as they do, but 
popular usage may yet triumph in this case 
as it has triumphed in so many others. The 
ittempt some years ago to accent “decora- 
tive’ on the ante-penult seems to have 
failed, and the authoritative place of the 
accent is still on the first syllable, though 
perhaps popular usage tends to accent the 
penult. Careful speakers still refuse to con- 
form to popular usage in the accent of “‘in- 
quiry” and “opponent,” and the accent in 
these words is properly on the penult and 
not the first syllable. History and 
analogy require the accenting of “‘arbutus’’ 
on the first syllable, but the popular usage 
of accenting the penult seems likely to pre- 
vail, and in ordinary circles anything else 
savors of pedantry. Indeed, this word be- 
longs with several others from the Greek, 
which have long been popularly accented on 
the etymologically wrong syllable, a usage

It is the judgment of Professor Lounsbury 
that three-syllabled words are likely to be 
pronounced with the accent on the penult, 


whatever learned persons may say to the 
contrary. “Schismatic,” “fanatic,” “phleg 
matic” and “splenetic” are cases in point 


All were once accented on the first syllable, 
but the present tendency is to accent the 
penult, and only a pedant would severely 


criticise the usage. On the other hand, there 


seems to be no authority for the popular 
American usage accenting “hospitable” on 
the ante-penult. The accent is properly 
placed on the first syllable, and so in sev- 
eral other polysyllables that popular speech 
has found it easier to accent on the ante- 
penult. The word “interesting,” it is worth 
while to note, is accented on the first syl 
lable, but it must have four syllables, in 


ter-est-ing, and not three, in-ter’st-ing. 


In the matter of accent it is a pretty safe 
rule for ordinary mortals to follow well 
established popular usage rather than con- 
form to the demands of pedantic critics 
We should not, indeed, accent “‘theatre’”’ on 
the penult, though that was once sound 


usage, but, on the other hand, the smiles of 
the learned need trouble us when we 
are caught accenting “gladiolus” on the 
penult, though it is certainly good usage to 
accent the ante-penult. The possibilities of 
error in this matter of accent are enormous,

THE CALVERT SCHOOL’S 
HOME INSTRUCTION 
COURSE 


Othing of greater interest in the way 
of . 


education by ‘“‘correspondence”’ 


has been undertaken than the plan 
of home instruction administered from the 
Calvert School, of Baltimore. This school 
was endowed and established eleven years 
ago by some public-spirited residents of Pal 
timore, partly with the object of educating 
their own children in the best possible fash 
ion, partly with the intent of affording like 
opportunities to the children of others. The 
school, which is lodged in a model building 
rf rate size and much charm, takes 





children between the ages of six and twelve, 


und endeavors to carry them through the 
isual work of those years by the most ap 
proved modern methods. The teachers, suf 
ficient in number, are chosen with the t 


most care and with special consideration a 
once of technical training and character 
Rates of tuition at such a school, of course, 


cannot be low, but it is not a commercial 
undertaking, and the effort is to make only 
such a charge as shall insure the best of 
everything in both instruction and equip 
me nt 

In view of the success with which the 


methods of the school have met, the trustees 
h authorized an extension of its useful 
by the creation of a home instruction 
department. This department undertakes to 
supply to mothers or governesses special in 
struction as to its methods, and as well, text 
books and lesson papers, that children 
living at home and not within the reach of 
suitable schools may be carried through the 
same course of instruction as that given at 
the Calvert School. The papers are 
sent in batches designed to cover the lessons 
of a month, and at the end of each month

Af- 
ter this, following an iron bound bodice, 
closing over the bust with an opening for 
the arms, appeared the “basquine,” a sort 
of corset, made of extremely heavy linen, 
and with a broad busk of wood or iron; it 
was held together by strands of strong 
metal. During the Renaissance women wore 
1 garment called the “corsetus,” a sort of 
jacket, stiff, but not yet with whalebones. 
\bout this time the Venetiennes invented 
a wonderful garment, which they named a 
“busto.” It was made of strong coutil and 
heavily boned. It not only diminished the 
size of the waist, but, worn with shoes with 
high wooden heels, it appeared to increase 
the stature.

During the reign of the Bourbons the 
corset, without much real progress, was 
slowly modified. By this time its use had 


Bourgeoise class, and

made of linen, while the rich wore 
made of the richest silks and satins. 
With their universal use immense quantities 
of whalebones were consumed in their bon- 
ing—-they were nearly solid with bones. The 
whaling industry profited, while the price 
rose enormously. 

[The corset was quite changed in form 
under Louis xv and Louis xvi. It was ex- 
tremely long and high, and so tightly laced 
that, in conjunction with the amplitude of 
the panniers worn, the waist seemed ab- 
normally small. In the lovely 
portraits that Nattier painted 
of the beauties of the court 
one may see plainly the shape 
of the fashionable corset. It 
was deemed so injurious that 
the Emperor Joseph d’Autriche 
sent out a public proclamation 
that any woman who continued 
to wear it should be con- 
sidered as marked with infamy. 
To his astonishment the procla- 
mation had not much effect; 
women continued to compress 
their waists. Prints of that 
time represent valets and maids 
breathless from their endeav- 
ors, by the aid of all sorts of 
contrivances, to pull together 
the corsets of their mistresses. 
The fainting fits that, more 
than anything else, mark the 
fashionable women at that time, were pro- 
voked by tight lacing. Against it moralists, 
satirists and comic writers launched their 
shafts of wit and contumely, seemingly in 
vain. 

Under the Revolution the corset again 
suffered an eclipse, women then affecting 
the antique in dress. The Grecian and Ro- 
man draperies, the graceful peplums and 
tunics were the garb of the elegantes. To 
make the high waist line of these comfort- 
able only the “mamillarés—a wide, strong 
belt—were necessary; under this loose 
gowning the size of the chest greatly in- 
creased, Inside her corsage a modish woman 
carred her handkerchief, her purse and the 
last letter from her lover, besides all else 
that was most precious. 

During the Directoire and the first Em- 
pire a soutain gorge was considered all that 
was necessary, merely to lend some support 
to the bust. Gowns took on longer, more 
clinging lines over petticoatless limbs. 
Charming examples of this lovely and artis- 
tic gowning may be seen in the portraits of 
the Empress Josephine and the beautiful 
Madame Récamier. But there came a 
brusque reaction, and this in spite of the 
sharp remonstrance of Napoleon himself. 
The changing modes brought back the old 
corset, and in spite of the fulminations of 
the powers and the doctors, with its evils 
of tight lacing and much boning, it con- 
tinued to be worn.

that few people appreciate the extent of 
the humane movement which is world- 
wide in its operations. Statistics collected 
by the association for the year 1907 show 
that there were then 366 anti-cruelty so- 
cieties in this country, of which 231 re 
ported 792 paid employees, who were as- 


sisted by 4,000 volunteer workers. The 
income of the societies which made a 
report of their financial conditions, 


amounted to $943,386.01. They reported 
endowments aggregating $859,253.73, and 
twenty-nine of the societies own buildings 
valued at $1,322,138.20. The number of 
children and animals involved in the work 
amounted These statistics 
show how important it is that efficient 
administration should be characteristic of 
these benevolent activities.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TRAINING 


WORKERS. 


VALUABLE 


Trained officers, if sent to weak organi- 
zations, could by practical and efficient 
methods, readily convert most of them 
into active and useful anti-cruelty societies. 
Besides the 366 societies already noted, 
there are in this country 100 inactive 
anti-cruelty societies and nearly another 
hundred reported dead. In addition to 
these discouraging facts it should be borne 
in mind that is is estimated that not 
more than one-tenth of the cases of abuse 
of children and animals in this country 
is actually reached by the anti-cruelty so- 
cieties. The field for missionary effort is 
great indeed. The greatest need, accord- 
ing to Dr. Stillman—and one that has 
been insisted upon many times in this de- 
partment—is well-trained officers for the 
actual management of the details of the 


work As to the course of study in a 
school for training workers Dr. Stillman 
has some definite ideas He would have 
them taught all the excutive side of the 
business, beginning with the office work, 


where they would be taught how to receive 
complaints, what other information is nec 
essary and what blanks are useful in re- 
cording cases. Strict drill is also recom- 
mended in classifying complaints and the 
exercise of care in the preparation of sta- 
tistics and the other details of office and 
i Familiarity with the criminal 
branch of the law school course, the study 
of certain features of physiology and 
hygiene, and a complete course of instruc 
tion in the art of the veterinarian should 
also be introduced into the curriculum.. 
Reflect upon the requirements here sub 
mitted as requisite for efficiency in the 
humane worker, and contrast it with the at- 
tempt to ge proper service from the average 
ex-police officer. As expect 
figs from thistles.

HELPING LIVE STOCK IN TRANSIT. 


In response to an inquiry from this de 
partment addressed to the American 
Humane Association—which is the federa- 
tion of anti-cruelty societies and individ- 
uals—in regard to the season’s activities of 
the association, an exceedingly 
ing summary was received, showing great 
activity on the part of its officers. Espe- 
cially important have been the Associa- 
tion’s efforts in behalf of live stock in 
transit. Bills have been introduced in 
Congress since November, seeking to estab- 
lish a minimum speed rate in the trans 
portation of live stock trains by railroads 
which, it is pointed out, is a vitally im- 
portant matter for with it three-fourths of 


interest- 


the abuses of stock in ,transit would dis 
appear. With a minimym speed limit, for 
example, of sixteen or eighteen miles ar 


hour, stock can be easily rushed s00 miles 
within the twenty-eight hour interval be 
tween feeding and watering, from one 
large set of stock yards to another, instead 
of, as now, being allowed to stand on rail- 
road sidings, or carried along 
over the rails, exposed to sub-zero weather 
or the torrid conditions of summer tem- 
peratures. Testimonials given before 
Congressional Committees show that not 
infrequently stock trains have been car- 
ried along on an average of only four, 
five or six miles an hour, during the 
twenty-eight hour limit, while better pay 
ing inanimate freight has been rushed 
through expeditiously.

N her new story, For Maisie (A. C. Me- 
I Clurg & Co.), Katherine Tynan has 
forsaken her beloved Ireland for the 
nonce to write a tale about English life. No 
other novel by this author has seemed quite 
so charming, and, in the portrayal of its 
two leading characters at least, so absolutely 
true to human nature as For Maisie. It 
does one good to make the acquaintance of
